REMARKS. 


The number of weeks schooling this year is ten weeks less than 
last year. This is an average of two and a half weeks less school- 
ing to the district than that of last year. 

The amount of school revenue this year is $96 52 leas than 
last year. 

The expenses of the school board this year are $17 00 less 
than last year. 

In districts one and four we had old teachers with an estab- 
lished reputation for good work in school teaching. These were 
Elvira R. Smith and Florence W. Weeks. ‘Through the instru- 
mentality of Miss Smith some thirty dollars were raised by an 
exhibition, which was applied to lengthening her school a number 
of weeks.

In districts two and three we had new _ beginners» 
Florence M. Fogy had the summer term and Fannie B. Wil- 
liams the fall term in district two, and Fred H. Howe taught 
summer and fall term in district three. 

From the showing of the last day of these schools we can 
only speak in commendation of the instructors. 

The fruit is the test of the tree that bears it, hence the 
proverb, ‘The tree is known by its fruit.” 

From the advantages to our children in the lengthened schools 
resulting from the extra $150.00 raised by the town for school 
purposes, we do not feel ourselves justified in recommending a 
retrograde movement in this matter, but rather an advance in 
this direction. 

Some $104.00 have been expended in painting and repairing 
our school buildings during the year. As the result these build- 
ing are much improved in their external appearance, as com- 
pared with a few vears ago.
